A human skeleton was found in 


the woods about two and one-half 
miles from Pittsville on Monday, and 
as yet no conclusion has been arrived 
at as to who the missing person is. 
From the appearance of the bones, it 
is said that 'they have lain in the 
woods during the past ten or fifteen 
years. 


Numerous theories were advanced 


over Pittsville way as to whom the 
bones might be the remains of, and 
in order to clear the matter up as 
much as possible District Attorney 
Roberts' made a trip over there and 
gathered up all the facts that were to 
be obtained. 


After going over the ground thor- 


]ly, Mr. Roberts 'decided that the 
bones were probably those of Albert 
Hind, who disappeared from a log- 
ging camp in that neighborhood 
'ibout twenty years ago. 
From the 


fncts gathered it appears that Hind 
was an epileptic and that he was a 
frequent sufferer from the malady 
and that often he remained in a help- 
less condition for an hour or more. 
That lie. was in the habit of wander- 
ing in the woods by himself, and the 
Iheory is that he was attacked by 
the disease and falling on the ground 
had expired from exposure, and had 
lain where the skeleton was found. 


A woman by the name of Mrs. Bar- 


ker was qm ployed in the lumber 
camp as cook, and she stated to Mr. 
Roberts that she remembers distinct- 
ly the day that Hind came into camp 
and made the statement that he was 
not going to work there any longer, 
and that he had 'left during the eve- 
ning of a very cold night, and that 
was (he last seen of him. That noth- 
ing was thought of the matter at the 
time, as lumbermen were In the habit 
ol going from camp to camp as the 
lotion struck them, and many who 
eft were never again seen. 
Other 


circumstances that were looked up 
point to the fact that Hind did go 
iway some time during January, 
3895, which would be about 21 years 
ago. 


Ed, Hind, a brother of the missing 


Albert Hind, is a resident of this city, 
ind farts obtained from him coin- 
ide with the theory evolved by Mr. 
ioberls, so tho indications are that 
this is tlip true solution of the mys- 
tery, as Pittsville residents cannot re- 
call any other man having disappear- 
ed in that neighborhood at any time. 


Thp skeleton was pretty well dis- 


integrated by the ravages of time 
and the elements, and it was evident 
to those who saw the bones that they 
had lain in the woods for a long time. 
Many of the. small bones had entirely 
disappeared, and the larger ones 
wore protty \\c-\\ buried in the grass 
and vegetation that had grown up 
among them and rotted down. So 
far as could be determined at this 
'ate day, there was no sign of foul 
play.

CRIMPING CATCHING DISEASE 


Students are constantly decreasing 


the number of conceptions of possible 
avenues through which contagious 
disease may be spread from one in- 
dlvidua'i to another. 
This is most 


important because if we can fix re- 
sponsibility on a small enough num- 
ber of avenues we shall be able to 
dispose of our defensive forces so 
as to shut off those channels effect- 
ively. In the past we've been busier 
than a small boy at a three ring and 
elevated platform circus trying to 
watch air, water, toys, dishes, books, 
and other things which surround a 
patient, and keep them from carry- 
ing the contagion to a new victim. 


What concentration might promise 


in guarding against disease germ en- 
emies may be illustrated by our Mex- 
ican episode. 
If our soldiers knew 


that Villa had but two or three aven- 
ues of escape open to him, they would 
doubtless have him under lock and 
key or a tombstone by this time. His 
safety and our difficulty lies in the 
fact that he could choose one of many 
routes and at best we could only 
guess which one, with a fine chance 
of guessing wrong. 


Evidience is accumulating that it is 


people, animals, and insects that 
must be watched and that for many 
diseases, at least, we can ignore the 
'lifeless objects that sick people touch 
or live among. Thus, Wagener, aft- 
er studying several measles epidem- 
ics, was unable to find any evidence 
that this disease was carried by life- 
less objects or by people not sick of 
the disease. 


The same belief is held concerning 


many other diseases. Chapin, one of 
the greatest authorities on contag- 
ious, disease, is exceedingly doubtful 
if lifeless objects commonly spread 
disease. 
Speaking of money as a 


possib'ie disease carrier he 
says: 


"There is no good evidence that mon- 
ey has ever actually been the means 
of spreading disease." He has failed 
to find any more contagious disease 
among bank clerks, street car cou~ 
ductors, or treasury employees than 
among other classes of people. 


But disease still spreads. 
And children and grown people 


who have contagious disease go about 
spreading it. 
There are enough of 


them to account for all the contag- 
ious disease we have. 
This is es- 


pecially true because of another fact 
that is becoming weill fixed in the 
minds and writings of the authorities 
and that is that it is the early days of 
measles, whooping cough, scarlet fev- 
er, etc. that are the most dangerous. 
It's the early cough and sneeze and 
not the whoop or the skin scales that 
spread disease primarily. 


Barents, teachers, children, and 


even the health authorities need to 
learn more about these new eou- 
cepUons because it is in these new 
conceptions that the hope of our wip- 
ing contagious disease out of exist- 
ence lies. 
Instead of being less on 


guard, however, we shall need to be 
more so. The difference will be that 
we'll concentrate our watchfulness 
like the deer hunter who sits on a 
trail instead of tramping across miles 
of country in hopes of seeing or 
hearing a deer farther and quicker 
than the deer sees him. 


Catch that cough or sneeze in a 


pocket handerchief.

that this disease was carried by life- 
less objects or by people not sick of 
the disease. 


The same belief is held concerning 


many other diseases. Chapin, one of 
the greatest authorities on contag- 
ious disease, Is exceedingly doubtful 
if lifeless objects commonly spread 
disease. 
Speaking of money as a 


possib'ie disease carrier he says: 
"There is no good evidence that mon- 
ey has ever actually been the means 
ol spreading disease." He has failed 
to find any more contagious disease 
among bank clerks, street car cou~ 
ductors, or treasury employees than, 
among other classes of people. 


But disease still spreads. 
And children and grown people 


who have contagious disease go about 
spreading it. 
There are enough of 


them to account for all the contag- 
ious disease we have. 
This is es- 


pecially true because of another fact 
that is becoming weiil fixed in the 
minds and writings of the authorities 
and that is that it is the early days of 
measles, whooping cough, scarlet fev- 
er, etc. that are the most dangerous. 
It's the early cough and sneeze and 
not the whoop or the skin scales that 
spread disease primarily. 


Parents, teachers, children, and 


even the health authorities need to 
learn more about these new con- 
ceptions because it is in these new 
conceptions that the hope of our wip- 
ing contagious disease out of exist- 
ence lies. 
Instead of being less on 


guard, however, we shall need to be 
more so. The difference will bo that 
we'll concentrate our watchfulness 
like the deer hunter who sits on a 
trail instead of tramping across miles 
of country in hopes of seeing or 
hearing a deer farther and quicker 
than the deer sees him. 


Catch that cough or sneeze in a 


pocket handerchief.

Arkansas Reports 57 Dead; Missis- 


sippi, 11; Missouri, 14, and Illinois 
One—River Packet Sinks Near Mem- 


' phis and Score Lose Lives. 


Kansas City, Mo., June 8.—Eighty- 


three lives were lost, hundreds of per- 
sons were injured and much property 
damage was done through a large 
section of Arkansas, Missouri, Illinois 
and Mississippi by tornadoes, accord- 
ing to incomplete reports received. 


Tabulations show the following cas- 


ualties: 


Arkansas—Fifty-seven dead. 
Mississippi—Klevou dead. 
Missouri—Fourteen dead. 
Illinois—One dead. 
The casualties in .Mississippi were 


reported from Vicksburg and Jack- 
son; in Missouri, from 
Dexter and 


Stoddard; in Illinois, from McGlure; 
in Arkansas, from nearly a dozen 
citias and towns. 


Memphis, Tenn., Juno 8.—News was 


received here of the capsizing of the 
Mississippi river packet Elonore about 
neventecn miles north of this city dur- 
ing the storm. One report stated that 
more than 20 persons, mostly negro 
•deckhands, had not been accounted 
for. 


Cairo, 111., June 8—Nine persons 


•were hurt, one possibly fatally, when a 
tornado struck Fayville, 111. 


Poplar Bluff, Mo., June 8.—Eleven 


persons were killed by a tornado that 
struck this vicinity. The storm struck 
Stoddard, 20 miles east of here, killing 
seven, and also struck Moorehouse, 30 
miles east of here, killing four. 


Little Rock, Ark., June 7.—The tor- 


nadoes which swept through eastern 
and northern Arkansas caused prop- 
erty damage of more than $700,000. 
About COO houses were destroyed. 


Fifty two persons are knowu to have 


perished, with the possibility that the 
death list will reach 07. 


Twenty-live arc reported to have

President of China Passes Away at 


Height of Revolution—Suces- 


sor Is Named. 


~ Peking, June 8—Yuan Shi Kai, 
president of the Chinese republic, is 
dead. Premier Tuan Chi-Jui Immedi- 
ately advised Li Yuan Hung, the vice- 
president, of his sucesslon to the 
presidency. Yuan Shi Kai had been 
ill for several days with stomach trou- 
ble, which was followed by a nervous 
breakdown. The actual cause of death 
was given as uremia. Yuan Shi Kai 
died at one o'clock in the morning in 
the palace, surrounded by his wives 
and older children. Rumors that he 
committed suicide are denied stoutly 
by high officials. 
Other rumors that 


he had been poisoned also were de- 
nied. 
Li Yuan Hung will take the 


presidential oath at once- Yuan was 
fifty-seven years old. He had been 
one of the leading figures in China for 
three decades.

ASSOCIATE JUSTICE OF SUPREME 


COURT SPEAKS AT NATIONAL 


CATHEDRAL SCHOOL. 


DUTY FOR EACH GENERATION 


Students Told They Cannot Be Saved 


by the Valor of Ancestors—All Must 
Be Willing to Make Sacrifices for 
Their Country. 


Washington, June 7.—In the seclu- 


sion of the National Cathedral school 
lawn, where be was presenting an 
American flag to the honor graduates, 
Justice Charles E. Hughes on Monday 
made his first public address since the 
opening of the preconvention cam- 
paign. 


He told the young woman graduates 


that the Bag meant America first, an 
undivided allegiance and a nation 
united and fqual to its tasks. 


The justice called for an "undivided 


allegiance" and an "America united, 
strong and 
efficient, equal to her 


tasks." 


"This flag means more than associa- 


tion and reward," said the justice. "It 
is the symbol of our national unity, 
our national endeavor, of our national 
aspiration. It tells you of the strug- 
gle for independence of union pre- 
served, of liberty and union, one and 
Inseparable, of the sacrifices of brave 
men and women to whom tho ideals 
and honor of this nation have been 
dearer than life. 


"It means America first; it means 


an undivided allegiance. 
It means 


America united, strong and efficient, 
equal to her tasks. It means that you 
cannot be saved by the valor and de- 
votion of your ancestors; that to each 
generation comes its patriotic duty; 
and that upon your willingness to sac- 
rifice and enduro, as those before you 
have sacrificed and endured, rests the 
national hope. 


"It speaks of equal rights; of the 


inspiration of free institutions exem- 
plified and vindicated; of liberty under 
law intelligently conceived and impar- 
tially administered. Thero is not a 
thread in it but scorns self-indulgence, 
weakness and rapacity. It is eloquent 
of our common Interests, outweighing 
all divergencies of opinion; and of our 
common destiny. 


"Given as a prize to those who have 


the highest standing, it happily en- 
forces the lesson that intelligence and 
zeal must go together; that discipline 
must accompany emotion, and that we 
must ultimately rely upon enlight- 
ened opinion." 


Under the custom of the school the 


student who stands at the head of the 
class wias the flag which has flown 
over the school grounds all year. 


Senator Marline of Virginia was the 


only man In high public life to hear 
the address.

American marines landed at Puerto 
Plata, Santo Domingo, on May 31. It 
was in this fighting that Capt. Herbert

casualties.

BERLIN REPORTS FALSE. 


Rear Admiral Hood, Second in Com- 


mand to Beatty, Went Down 


With Vessel. 


London, June 6.—A statement issued 


on Sunday by the British admiralty 
confirming previous accounts of the 
battle between the British and Ger- 
man fleets, reiterates that the German 
accounts of tho German losses are 
false, and that, although the evidence 
is still incomplete, enough is known 
to justify stating that the German 
losses were greater than the British, 
"not merely relative to the strength of 
the two fleets but absolutely." 
It Is 


disclosed the Germans lost 18 war- 
ships. 


There Is the strongest ground for 


believing, the statement adds, that the 
German 
losses 
include two large 


battleships, two dreadnaught battle 
cruisers of the most powerful type and 
two of the latest light cruisers, in ad- 
dition to smaller craft, including a 
submarine. 


A dispatiJ? from Copenhagen says 


rumors are current in Hamburg that 
two additional German warships be- 
sides those announced in the German 
communication—the battleship West- 
falen and the battle cruiser Lutzow 
—were sunk in tho battle. A wireless 
dispatch received here Saturday from 
Berlin said the German admiralty 
admitted che loss of the Westfalen. 


The official list of tho casualties 


among officers shows that hardly a 
single officer of the line escaped from 
the British cruisers sunk in the bat- 
tle.

est in the Memory of a Friend of 


the Early Whites. 


Prof. Edward S. Meany of the Unl- 


verjsity of Washington is arousing pub- 
lic Interest In the memory of old Chief 
Pat Kanim of the Snoqualmie and Sno- 
homish Indians. Chief Pat, a stanch 
friend of the early whites, Is one of 
the) forgotten heroes of pioneer days, 
and Professor Meany wants his grave 
marked with a suitable monument. 


In the days ,when settlers bad rea- 


son to fear the lurking red foes in 
the deep forests, Chief Pat Kanlm's 
people were powerful where Everett 
now stands. It ia not known Just 
when the chief died, but he was buried 
on a bank of the Snohomish river.

PROGRESSIVE PLATFORM SHOWS 


APPEAL FOR PREPAREDNESS. 


Reported From Oyster Bay That Roosc 


velt Is Confident of Being 


Nominated. 


Chicago, June 8.—A tentative draft 


of the Progressive platform framed by 
a committeo of leaders shows that the 
principal appeal of the party will be 
made on preparedness, with Ameri- 
canism as the foundation. The draft 
is 1,500 words in length. 


It 
discusses preparedness under 


three heads, "military," "of the spirit" 
and "industrial." Under the "spirit" 
comes Americanism and under indus- 
trial preparedness comes (he tariff 
and questions of social and industrial 
reform. Much of the 1912 platform IB 
omitted from tho draft, but there is a 
general reiteration of Its principles. 


The draft was drawn by Dean Wil- 


liam Draper Lewis of the University 
of Pennsylvania, Chester Rowell of 
California, James R. Garfield, Gifford 
Pinchot, Herbert Knox Smith, William 
Dudley Foulke and William Allen 
White. 
It will be submitted to the 


resolutions committee in the regular 
course of proceedings, but it is be- 
lieved by its framers will go to the 
convention in about the shape drawn. 


Oyster Bay, June 8.—While Colonel 


Roosevelt refrains from making any

of "straightforward Americanism." 


Although Colonel 'Roosevelt and a 


secretary remained a good part of last 
night at this end of the private tele- 
phone wire between Sagamore Hill 
and the Progressive headquarters in 
Chicago, the colonel said there was no 
statement he cared to make, except 
to repeat that he was "neither for nor 
against any candidate." 


While the nature of the telephone 


conversations is not allowed to trans- 
pire, Colonel Roosevelt's followers 
here assert that reports from his lieu- 
tenants in Chicago are favorable to 
the colonel's candidacy.

Chicago, June 7.— The Republican 


paity opened its great quadrennial 
show—the national convention—today 
before a capacity house. IJcspitc the 
fact that the pioceedmgs of the firsl 
session were to bi> only preliminary 
formalities, the people llcc'ifJ (o the 
Coliseum bj the thousand and poured 
through the many entrances in solid 
streams for hours. When Charles D. 
Hilles, eliaiiman of the national com- 
mittee, arose at eleven o'clock and 
took up the gavel to call the con- 
vention to order there was not one 
vacant seat in the immense struc- 
ture. 


It was a fine selling for an im- 


portant event. The Coliseum was dec- 
orated as never before, with flags and 
bunting draping the girders and gal 
leries and covering all bare spots on 
the end walls. Up in a gallery at tho 
south end of Uie hall a brass band 
was pouring foith patriotic and 
lar airs. Back of the speaker's 
trum, where sat Mr. Hilles and his 
working force of 35 men, were grouped 
many members of the 
diplomatic 


corps who had come on fiom Wash 
ington, and the distinguished guests 
of the convention, among thorn all liv 
ing exchairman of Republican na- 
tional conventions. To 1ho light and 
left of Iheso wero placed the mcmbeis 
of the national committee, and their 
guests. 


In the body of the hall, directly in 


front oi the speaker's stand wore the 
991 delegates gathered about their 
state standai ds, and back of them 991 
alternates. 
Just below the rostrum 


and on both sides of it were the 425 
working newspaper men, and in the 
galleries all around the hall were the 
thousands of spectators who had been 
fortunate to obtain admission tickets. 


Convention Begins Business. 


Mr. Hilles was heartily applauded 


when he stood before the throng, 
gavel in hand. He spoke but briefly 
in calling the great gathering to or- 
der, and called on Rev. John Timothy 
Stone, pastor of the Fourth Presbyter- 
ian church of Chicago, to deliver the 
invocation. Dr. Stone's e'oquent and 
impressive prayer was followed by 
the reading of the call for the con- 
vention by James B, Reynolds of Mas- 
sachusetts, secretary of the national 
committee. 


Mr. Hilles then called for nomina- 


tions for temporary chairman. 
Of 


course Hie selection of United States 
Senator Charles Warren Harding of 
Ohio for that position had been all 
settled long ago and his election by 
unanimous vote was only a formality. 
Senator Harding is an imposing figure, 
and as he accepted the gavel from the 
hands of Mr. Hilles he was enthusias- 
tically cheered. 


Chairman Harding's Address. 


Chairman Harding launched at once 


into his "keynote" speech, and did not 
belie his reputation for eloquence and 
deftness of phrase. He began with a 
warm plea for harmony in the party 
ranks, coupled with the confident as- 
sertion that such harmony already was 
an assured fact. With unctuous sen- 
tences he skillfully oiled the way for 
the smooth return of those who left 
the party four years ago to follow the 
Bull Moose standard, and he declared 
to them and to the world that he did 
not believe there was a really reac- 
tionary Republican amng the dele- 
gates. 


As might have been expected, Mr. 


Harding early in his address took up 
the subject of national defense. His 
utterances on this topic were reason- 
ably emphatic and in line with tho 
preparedness sentiment that has been 
spreading over the land. Our national 
unselfishness has been proved since 
the great war broke out, he said, and 
our national weakness in defense re- 
vealed. 
The foreign policy of the 


Democratic administration, both in re- 
lation to Europe ;.nd in the matter of 
Mexico, was dealt with in a few caus 
tic sentences, and the plan to "turn 
loose" the Philippines also was scored. 


The speaker devoted some attention 


to the need, from a Republican point 
of view, for a protective tariff, and 
then turned to the topic of American- 
ism. Here he once more let his elo- 
quence have full play, and his call for 
loyalty, devotion and love for the 
United States on the part of every one 
of its citizens was answered by a roar 
of cheers,

"Verily, it is good to be an Ameri- 


can. And we may rejoice to be Re- 
publicans," he concluded.

Hampshiro Sunk by Mine. 


The general opinion Is that tho 


Hampshire was tho victim of a mine 
rather than a torpedo, as the sea waa 
running high and the ship was so 
epeedy that It would havo been practi- 
cally impossible to lilt her with a tor- 
pedo. Sho blew up In broad daylight. 


Official announcement of the de- 


struction of tho Hampshiro was mado 
by the British admiralty. Tho follow- 
ing official report was made: 


"Tho admiralty reports with deep re- 


gret that the ship Hampshire with 
Lord Kitchener and his staff on board 
was sunk last night about eight o'clock 
off tho Orkney Islands either by » 
mine or a torpedo. 


"Four boats were seen by observers 


on the shore to leave the ship. 


Heavy Seas Running. 


"Heavy seas wero running, but pa- 


trol vessels and destroyers at once 
proceeded to tho sceno.

Edinburgh, June 6.—Survivors arriv- 


ing here from Biitish destroyers which 
made a massed attack on a German 
battleship in the Jutland battle are 
convinced that they sent to the bottom 
the dreadnaught Hmdenburg, the prlda 
of the German navy. 


These sailors say that the Hinden- 


burg was struck successively by four 
torpedoes while the destroyers dashed 
In alongside of its hull, tearing It to 
pieces until the mighty ship reeled 
and sank. An officer from one of the 
destroyers gave the following graphic 
account of the battle: 


"The ships of the grand fleet went

That it went hard with the 
battle cruisers is apparent, but one 
ship cannot fight a dozen.

That the dam- 
age inflicted on the German ships was 
great does not admit of any doubt. 
At one time two vessels, red with flre, 
gleamed through the smoke. 


"It Is a curious feeling to be in the 


midst of a battle and not to know to 
which side fortune leans. Where only 
a few ahips are engaged it Is differ- 
ent. Our own losses were known with 
eome degree of exactness, but even 
that was uncertain."

his tongue hanging out and his back 
arched, ready for a spring. I brought 
my gun up, but I had forgotten to 
load -it. Hastily throwing in about a 
handful of powder, I reached for my 
bullet pouch.

tions in the cAearmg of land foi sale 
,md settlement. 'J'hat is a desirable 
tiling if the slow, painful develop- 
ment of the past is to be changed in- 
to an eaily an.i comparatively easy 
development of the timbered country 
IIOL as jet devoted to agriculture. 


But the fact remains that one can 


ride from Green Bay to Warroad 
through the once timbered country of 
upper Wisconsin and Northern Min- 
nesota and never get out of sight of 
tin- stumps that still linger on farms 
that have long since passed out of 
the hands of the state or large cor- 
porations into farm ownership. These 
slumps present a physical problem 
that is beyond the strength and en- 
durance of the average man.. 
Their 


presence after from ten to twenty-live 
years of farming is evidence of the 
serious obstacle they present to the 
farmer. 
Their removal is more than 


a one-man job. 
Time alone is not 


sufficient. 
Increasing land values de- 


mand their destruction. 
The value 


placed upon time and labor makes 
it necessary to get rid of them if one 
is to farm profitably. 


F. S. & H. suggests that the best 


way lo handle this i-tumpage is thru 
the land clearing club. 
This club 


may consist of as few as two or three 
men, or it may take in a compara- 
tively large number. It may be very 
simple in its organization, merely an 
agieement for changing work accord- 
ing to some fixed plan, or it may be 
quite elaborate with a business or- 
ganixalion sufhcicnt to maintain a 
working crew thruout the season. 
Local 
conditions 
mutt 
determine 


what form such a club will take and 
how extensive it shall operate. 
The 


fact that impresses itself upon the 
close observer of clearing conditions 
is that the stump presents a problem 
that cal'is for every resourse at the 
disposal of the farmer, and the iu- 
btancos are lew and far 
between 


where every individual neighborhood 
will not find it necessary lo use all 
the methods of land clearing that 
have so far been devised. 


This naturally leads to a consider- 


able outlay for working material. 
The land clearing club can purchase 
explosives at a considerable discount 
on the price charged lo the individ- 
ual. 
The cost of stump pulling equip- 


ment often seems too heavy to be 
borne by the individual, but such ex- 
pense would be comparatively small 
when assumed by the land dealing 
club. Where muscle is pitted against 
dol'iars every dictate of reason is lo 
make dollars do the work. 


The points in favor of the land 


clearing club are briefly these: 


First: 
It provides the co-opera- 


tive labor necessary for the handling 
uf the slump problem. 


Second: 
It helps the farmer lo 


become an owner of proper equip- 
ment for the best disposal of his 
stumps. 


Third: 
It insures 
neighborhood 


progress. 


Fourth 
This progress is attended 


with a ceitaiuty of increased returns 
from the fai m and increased 
land 


values to the farmer. 
It makes pos- 


sible a wider range of fanning, and 
by. doing so puts the neighborhood 
upon a more secure business basis. 


Keaclers of F. S. & H. 'jiving in the 


stump country are invited to write 
in their experience with regard to 
land clearing, especially so if they 
have practiced in any way the co- 
operative plan of clearing. This may 
not have taken the form outlined 
here, but wherever men have worked 
together in crews in clearing land, 
the results of their work is valuable 
and desirable. What has been the ex- 
perience of such crew work? 
How 


has the crew been handled in order 
to get best results? 
What has been 


Hie cost of such clearing as compared 
with the more common practice of 
working alone? 
What experience 


has the reader had with dynamite 
and the stump puller?

failures from alfalfa properly sown 
than from red c'lover usually sown

The second question—as to the 


value of alfalfa—is an interesting 
one, particularly when compared with 
the value of corn.

that is beyond the strength and en- 
durance of the average man.. 
Their 


presence after from ten to twenty-five 
years of farming is evidence of the 
serious obstacle: they present to the 
farmer. 
Their removal is more than 


a one-man job. 
Time alone is not 


sullicient. Increasing land values de- 
mand their destruction. 
The value 


placed upon time and labor makes 
it necessary to got rid of them if one 
i:-; to farm profitably. 


F. S. & H. suggests that the best 


way to handle this stumpage is thru 
the land clearing club. 
This club 


may consist ol' as few as two or three 
men, 
or it may take in -a compara- 


tively large number. It may be very 
simple in its organization, merely an 
agreement if or changing work accord- 
ing to some fixed plan, or it may be 
quite elaborate with a business or- 
ganization sullicient lo maintain a 
working crew thruout the season. 
Local 
conditions 
must 
determine 


what form such a. club will take and 
bow extensive it b-hall operate. 
The 


tact that impresses itself upon the 
close observer of clearing conditions 
is t h a t the stump presents a problem 
that cal',s for every resourse Jit i-he 
disposal of the farmer, and the in- 
feitaiic.es are few and 
far between 


where every individual neighborhood 
will not Iind it necessary to use all 
the methods of land clearing that 
have so far been devised. 


This naturally leads to a consider- 


able outlay for 
working material. 


The land clearing c l u b can purchase 
explosives at a considerable discount 
on the price charged to the individ- 
ual. 
Tho cost of slump pulling equip- 


ment often seems too heavy to be 
borne by the individual, but such ex- 
pense would be comparatively small 
when assumed by Ihe land clearing 
club. 
Where muscle is pitied against 


dol'iars every dictate of reason is to 
make dollars do the work. 


The points in favor of (he land 


clearing club are briefly Ihese: 


First: 
It provides the co-opera- 


tive labor necessary for the handling 
uf the stump problem. 


Second: 
It helps the farmer to 


become an owner of proper equip- 
ment for the best disposal of bis 
stumps. 


Third: 
It insures neighborhood 


progress. 


Fourth 
This progress is attended 


wilh a certainty of increased returns 
from the farm and increased 
land 


values to the farmer. 
It makes pos- 


sible a wider range of farming, and 
by. doing so puts the neighborhood 
upon a more secure business basis. 


IJeadnrs of F. S. & H. living in the 


stump country are invited to write 
in their experience with regard to 
land clearing, especially so if they 
have practiced in any way the co- 
operalive plan of clearing.

These and many similar inquiries 


are coming to the dairy department 
of the University of Wisconsin. As 
a rule this department discourages 
any radical change from one system 
of manufacturing dairy products to 
another. 


Alter wide observation, its special- 


ists have concluded that in the long 
run one system pays as we'll as the 
other, but that changing back and 
forth usually loses money for the 
investing farmers. 


E. H. Farringlonj who has studied 


this problem over a period of many 
years, believes that. "The market 
price of cheese and butter throughout 
the year tend lo balance each other 
in such a way tha^ the amount of 
money received for milk at 
the

"Last March the price of cheese 


went up exceedingly high, and fann- 
ers patronizing creameries wanted to 
change their plants to cheese factor- 
ies. 
At present the price is quite 


normal again. Had those companies 
made the change they would now find 
themselves out the cost of the new 
equipment and probably would have 
no larger profits than before. 


"More or less profit for the farmer 


depends not on whether he is selling 
his milk to a creamery or to a cheese 
factory, but on the management of 
his herd at home."

TO HUTTKK IS COSTLY 


"Which Is better lor (he fanners, 


a creamery or a cheese factory?" 


"Do you think it possible to put 


In our creamery the necessary ap- 
paratus tor making cheese and there- 
by get more for our milk than we do 
by making it into butter?" 


These and many similar inquiries 


are coming lo the dairy department 
of the University ot Wisconsin. 
As 


a rule this department discourages 
any radical change from one system 
of manufacturing dairy products to 
another. 


After wide observation, its special- 


ists have concluded that in the long 
run one system pays as we'll as the 
other, but that changing back and 
forth usually loses money for the 
investing farmers. 


E. H. Farrington, who ha* studied 


this problem over a period of many 
years, believes that "The market 
price of cheese and butter throughout 
the year tend to balance each other 
in such a way lhat the amount ot 
money 
received for milk at 
the 


creamery is approximately the same 
as at the cheese facjtory. 
There is, 


of course, an occasional extreme, but 
after a while prices become steadier, 
so that any differences are either 
temporary or compaiatively small. 


"Last March the price of cheese 


went up exceedingly high, and farm- 
ers patronizing creameries wanted to 
change their plants to cheese factor- 
ies. 
At present the price is quite 


normal again. Ha.d those companies 
made the change they would now find 
themselves out the cost of the new 
equipment and probably would have 
no larger profits than before. 


"More or less profit for the farmer 


depends not on whether he is selling 
his milk to a creamery or to a cheese 
factory, but on the management of 
his herd at home."

ignition, causing a damago of $232,- 
800.00. 
No doubt, in addition to 


I hose many other flrcs reported as of 
"unknown" origin, were in 
fact 


caused by spontaneous ignition. 


Spontaneous combustion Is the ig- 


nition of a substance or body by in- 
ternal development of heat without 
the action of any external flame. 


II often lakes place In waste, rags, 


o'ioths, sawdust, and other substances 
partially saturated with oil. Veget- 


and animal oils especially ab- 


sorb oxygen very rapidly and thus 
sufllclcnl heat is produced to set the 
oily substance on (Ire. 


These fires occur at night as well 


as in the day time. They often dev- 
elop in cellars, attics, storage closets, 
warehouses, shops and other out-of- 
the-way places, not under constant 
observation, and spread rapidly fed 
by the highly combustible materials. 
Often wuch tires are no. detected un- 
til they have had a good start, and 
so are hard to control and do much 
damage. 


New schools, churches, factories, 


and residences and others undergoing 
repairs or renovation are often a prey 
to the flames because some painter or 
perhaps the good house wife lias left 
some oily rags or mop around. 


Linseed oil is the worst of all oils 


causing spontaneous ignition, and 
col ton seed oil comes next, perhaps. 


The prevention of these llres Is 


quite simple and Inexpensive. 
Care 


and good house keeping will make 
them almost impossible. 


Oily waste and rags and oily or 


paint cloths in use during the day 
should be kept in a standard, solf- 
closing metal waste can. At the close 
of the day these should, be burned up 
or otherwise destroyed.

INSPECTING HUMAN MACHINERY 


Milwaukee has a manufacturing 


p'lant which is one of a series of throe 
operated in different parts of the 
country by the same owners. 
The 


present manager of the Milwaukee 
factory has managed each of the 
other two. 
Under his managment 


each factory in turn has been made 
to produce more and at a lower cost 
than its rivals. Nothing pleases this 
man so much as to place one factory 
at the top of the list and then go to 
one of the other two and make his 
shop beat his previous one. 


A brief consideration of his meth- 


ods would seem to promise profit to 
other managers and owners and to 
be in place here because his success 
according to his explanation, depends 
entirely upon the time and attention 
he gives to the health and physical 
welfare of the factory workers. 


"While other managers are giving 


their main attention to the condition 
of their machines and to the inspec- 
tion of the product, I study the oper- 
atives," he told me in the course of 
a discussion of his business. 
"By 


observing th,ei girts at work, rather 
than the product of the work itself, 
I can form a more correct estimate 
of what our output is and will be 
than by any other method of inspec- 
tion. To illustrate: A few days ago 
I spent several minutes watching a 
girl at a process which calls for espe- 
cially good eyesight. I observed that 
every few moments she moved her 
head or wrinkled her brow in a man- 
ner which indicated defective eye- 
sight. 
When I considerately asked 


her about her eyes she told me with 
some surprise that they were per- 
fectly good. "

Many fires In barns are caused by 


m properly cured and heated hay or 
grain. Aside from proper curing and 
drying, perfect ventilation to carry- 
away this heat is the best preventa- 
tlve of such fires. 


Cleanliness and care will prevent

"While other managers are giving 


their main attention to the condition 
of their machines and to the inspec- 
tion of the product, I study the oper- 
atives," be told me in the course of 
a discussion of his business. 
"By 


observing the girls at work, rather 
than the product of the work itself, 
I can form a more correct estimate 
of what our output is and will be 
than by any other method of inspec- 
tion. To illustrate: 
A few days ago 


I spent several minutes watching a 
girl at a process which calls for espe- 
cially good eyesight. I observed that 
every few moments she moved her 
head or wrinkled her brow in a man- 
ner which indicated defective 
eye- 


sight. 
When I considerately asked 


her about her eyes she told nxe with 
some surprise that they were per- 
fectly good. I urged her to visit an 
occuiiist for an examination. 
She 


protested that this was unnecessary. 
Nevertheless, upon my insistence she 
went to the eye specialist we retain 
by the year. 
He told me that the 


condition was very bad. 
When the 


glasses were ready the doctor took 
the girl to the window, raised the 
shade and asked her to look out. She 
gave a little cry of happy amazement. 
For the first time in her life she was 
really seeing the beauties of the 
world about he.r. 
I'm not worrying 


now about the amount and quality 
of the output of her bench. 


"Another girl showed evidences of 


headaches. 
By a. little kindly ques- 


tioning, I found she was coming to 
work on a breakfast of coffee and a. 
little piece of bread or toast. 
The 


addition of a couple of eggs to her 
breakfoast has made her a cracker- 
jack operator. 


"Now we're working upon the con- 


dition of the air. 
This presents some 


difficulties because of the nature of 
our product and manufacturing pro- 
cesses. But we're getting it. 
Every 


hour the -welfare worker takes record 
of 
atmospheric 
temperature 
and 


moisture. By attention we're bring- 
ing down the heat and increasing the 
humidity with the result that the 
workers feel better and do more and 
better work than when they tire out 
too early in the workday. 


"Of course, it's 
a. bigger job to 


keep human machines in fine running 
order than it is the iron and steel 
ones. 
Perhaps that's why so many 


owners and managers neglect them. 
My company, however, pays me to 
do- the- things most important to 
make their business profitable. 
It's 


some personal satisfaction to me to 
know that aside from profits and my 
own increasing salary checks, I'm 
doing something to make the em- 
ploye healthier, happier, and more 
prosperous than they are in the 
plants of our competitors." 
- He chuckled gleefully at this point 
in his talk.

In the spring of the year 1898, be- 


ing than in St. Louis, where I had 
opened a private detective agency, I

left two children, a daughter, and a 
son named John. He occupied a com- 
fortable house. 


John Collins, the only son, was a 


student at the state- university in Law- 
rence, where ho was being prepared 
for the ministry. 
He had been there 


for two or three years at the time of 
his father's murder, and his period of 
study had therefore almost expired. 


thorough examination of the premises. 
I interviewed the widow and the son 
and daughter. Mrs. Collins, who was 
the second wife of the murdered man, 
was between thirty-six and forty ypars 
of age, of the brunette type, rather 
above the medium height, and inclin- 
ed to bo slender. 
She was very at- 


tractive and was considered a good 
looking woman, 
intelligent 
and re- 


fined. 
In fact, the atmosphere of the 


entire household was that met with 
among the best class of prosperous cit- 
izens. 


After Having spent four days in my 


investigations, I came to the conclu- 
sion that the murder had been com- 
mitted by some member of the house- 
hold and that the murderer had not 
entered from without. 
Various rea 


sons combined to bring me to this de- 
cision. 
The chief among them was 


the fact hat Mr. Collins had been kill- 
ed with his own shotgun, and that the 
murderer had shown familiarity with 
the manner in which this weapon was 
kept, and with its place of disposition. 


This shotgun was a high-priced fire 


arm, 
and always kept carefully by 


Mr. Collins in a fine leather case, 
which was usually placed on the upper 
shelf of a clothes closet in his bed- 
room. 
This closet, which %\as unus- 


ually large, extended from the floor to 
the ceiling, and formed almost an en- 
tire side to the room. The ceiling of 
this room was exceptionally high, so 
that a person of ordinary si/e could 
not have reached the shelf on which

He boarded at the school, and occa- 
sionally paid a visit to his father's 
home in Topeka, usually on Sundays 
and holidays.

The daughter was also above the

The Collins home, which stood on a 


flne residential thoroughfare, was dis- 
turbed early one morning by the dis- 
charge of a gun in the sleeping-room 
occupied by Mr. Collins and his wife, 
which -was situated on the ground 
floor. The son, who was in the house, 
and the daughter, as well as the hired 
girl, rushed into the room in agita- 
tion, to find that the father had been 
killed instantaneously, while his wife, 
as stated, had been slightly wounded 
by some of the shot. 
John Collins 


dressed himself as quickly as possible 
and aroused the nearest neighbors. 
It was then a little after daybreak. 


Both John and his sister occupied 


rooms on the second floor of the house. 
All the windows were screened with 
wire, and the doors of the house were 
all intact and carefully locked. When 
the police arrived, however, their ex- 
amination of the premises disclosed 
the fact that a window screen in the 
rear of the house and on the second 
floor had been cut, leaving a hole 
large enough for the passage of a hu- 
man body. This window was situated 
Immediately above a one-story addi- 
tion to the main building in the rear. 
The conclusion at which the police 
arrived was that the murderer must 
have obtained a key to the house, by 
means ;f which he gained admission 
to the premises, and that, after hav- 
ing shot Mr. Collins, he escaped, going 
up the main stairs from the lower hall 
to the second floor, then proceeding 
along the hall on this story to the win- 
dow at the end,

the gun was kept without the use of 
a step-ladder, which had certainly not 
been used<-by the murderer. It might 
possibly have been reached, however, 
by a tall man while standing on a 
high table in the bedroom. 


Mr. Collins had not used this gun 


for several months before his murder. 
It had always been his custom, after 
making use of the weapon, to clean it 
thoroughly, take it apart, and pack it 
in the leather case. 
The murderer, 


therefore, had not only to take down 
the gun from the shelf, hut also to put 
it together and load it with a shell, 
which was also to be found among a 
quantity of ammunition on the high 
shelf. 
All of these operations could 


not have been accomplished by any 
person entering from the outside of 
the house, even had he been acquaint- 
ed with the place where the gun was 
kept. 
On the other hand, it would 


have been easy for any of the inmates 
of the house to have taken the gun 
from the shelf on the day preceding 
the murder, or several days before, 
and to have had it ready for use, with- 
out Mr. Collins having discovered that 
it was missing from the shelf. 


My inquiries into the financial con- 


dition of the dead man's estate, con- 
ducted with a view to discovering who 
was likely to profit by his death, dis- 
closed the fact that he had been con- 
sidered very much better off than was 
actually the case. 
He had met with 


financial reverses, and was in reality 
possessed of little more than his home 
at the time of his murder. He was 
carrying life insurance policies aggre- 
gating thirty thousand 
dollars, of 


which sum ten thousand went to his 
wife and ten thousand to each of his 
children. 


I immediately wired to one of my 


operatives, Joseph S. Manning, to pro- 
ceed to Lawrence, Kan., where, as I 
have said, young John Collins had 
been a divinity student, with instruc- 
tions to ascertain quietly all that he 
could as to the habits of the young 
fellow and his associates.

Next day Mrs. Smith hastened to 


telephone her friend, congratulating

aroused by the shot that killed his fa- 
ther. 
I had been making my own in- 


vestigations concerning him before 
sending Manning to Lawrence, and I 
had learned that he had formed the 
acquaintance of a. very estimable and 
wealthy young lady of that city, with 
whom he had become infatuated. He 
had paid a good deal of attention to 
her for several 
months 
previously. 


She had informed him that her mother 
intended to purchase or lease a cot- 
tage at Long Branch, X. J., in which 
to spend the summer months.. 


John Collins, who was thoroughly 


infatuated with her, heard this news 
with dismay. He surmised that ahe 
would be sure to encounter some of 
the many fortune-hunters who frequent 
that resort in summer time, and that 
she might readily fall a prey to one 
of them, thus endangering his own 
chances of winning her. Accordingly 
he had made up his mind to spend the 
season at Long Branch also, so that 
he might guard the affections of his 
beautiful young friend. 


The investigations of Manning con- 


firmed the theory I had formed about 
Collins. In order to advance his suit, 
he had been posing as a wealthy man 
In his own right, and had been at- 
tempting to keep up with the pace at 
which the young lady's family and 
other friends lived. He had been in 
the habit of spending considerable 
sums in buying her flowers, in car- 
riage hire and entertainments of all 
sorts, and had become deeply involved 
in debt.

They added that a certain date had 


been named, on or before which the 
murder was to be committed. When 
that day had passed and Mr. Collins 
was still very much alive, John be- 
came angry and expostulated with the 
men. 


"You haven't 
given 
us 
enough 


money, boss," the hack drivers told 
him. 
"Murder's a pretty big business, 


you see, and with all them police and 
detectives about it's a risky one. How 
much more will you pay if we bring 
off the job?" 


John Collins haggled In a business- 


like manner for some time and finally 
promised to give them a hundred dol- 
lars more, which he did. They also 
succeeded in extracting from him a 
gold watch which his father had pre- 
sented to him on his twenty-first birth- 
day. 
This money John Collins se- 


cured by borrowing from his friends, 
and also by drafts drawn on his fa- 
ther, as I afterward discovered. 


The second date made for the mur- 


der arrived and passed, and the father 
was still alive. 
John Collins grew 


furious and upbraided the hack driv- 
ers bitterly for not having carried out 
their agreement. 


"Well, boss, it's this way," they told 


!ilm. "We've been thinking over this 
a ere proposition and we've come to 
the conclusion that if your father's 
;ot to bej killed you had better kill 
aim yourself. We won't kill him, and 
that's all | there is to it." 


"But I've paid you to do It, twice 


over," stormed the young man.

"Sorry, boss, but we can't do it," the 


hack drivers answered. "And, what's 
more, we never meant to kill the old 
man. 
We ware just working you." 


John Collins, growing desperate, left 


Lawrence and went to Topeka, to his 
father's house, where he undoubtedly 
killed him with his own gun while he 
was asleep, having previously secured 
it from the shelf. He entered the room 
softly and shot him dead, escaping be- 
fore his mother could awaken. 


With this evidence in hand I report- 


ed to the committee of citizens who 
had employed me, and they then de- 
cided to hand my report over to the 
prosecuting attorney at Lawrence. At 
the request of the prosecuting attor- 
ney, 
the county commissioners at To- 


peka employed me to complete the 
evidence, so that Collins might be ar- 
rested and prosecuted for the murder 
of his father. 


John Collins was promptly arrested 


and placed in jail without bond, and in 
due time the case came up for trial. 
As mentioned, it had caused a great 
deal of interest in the community, by 
reason of the standing of the dead 
man and the mystery surrounding the 
affair. 
But when it became known 


that the son was charged with the 
murder the interest was duplicated. 
The entire country was aroused over 
the trial. 
All the leading western 


newspapers had special reporters pres-

and 
these

The courtroom

"What clinched the case against the 


accused man was the evidence of the 
two colored hack drivers to whom I 
have referred. 
They came to Topeka 


from Lawrence and took the witness 
stand on behalf of the prosecution. 
When they showed the watch that he 
had given them, and which he in turn 
had received from his father whan 
he came of age, it was evident that a 
conviction was a foregone conclusion. 
It was this production of the watch,

together with the full testimony of 
the drivers, in which they detailed the 
contract which they had made with 
the prisoner, that convicted him; and 
their evidence was corroborated by 
circumstances that were not, and could 
not be, contradicted. 


The trial lasted more than a week. 


Collins' attorneys, two of the most 
prominent men at the Kansas bar, la- 
bored earnestly and to the best of 
their ability to clear him. He was, 
however, found guilty of murder, anc 
sent to the state prison to await th 
governor's action in fixing the dat 
of his execution. However, inasmuch 
as it has always been the custom in 
Kansas for the governor never to fij 
the date for the execution of a person 
found guilty of murder, the prisoners 
are usually kept in the prison for an 
indefinite period, and thus a senteuc' 
of death in Kansas usually amounts to 
a life term in the state penitentiary 


An effort has been made by friends 


of the young man and by his family to 
obtain a pardon for him, but up to the 
present time I understand that it has 
been unavailing. 


During the course 
of the trial a 


great many people got the idea that 
had been employed by the insurance 
companies, on account of the thirty 
thousand dollars' worth of insuranci 
that Mr. Collins had earned, it was 
believed that the companies had hiree 
me to fix the crime upon the son in 
order to avoid having to make the 
payment. I need hardly say that there 
was no truth in this suggestion. The 
people who employed me in this case 
were citizens of Topeka and lodge 
friends of the murdered man, and 
were in no way connected with the 
insurance companies interested in the 
case, but were merely acting as gooc 
and 
law-abiding citizens. Just 
as 


soon as I succeeded in satisfying them 
by showing them my evidence, that 
John Collins was the murderer of his 
father, they turned the evidence over 
to the proper authorities, and his ar- 
rest followed.

The stuff Is so costly 
and the total amount in existence so 
small that up to, date only the richest 
laboratories have a supply for experi- 
ment.

is not a thousandth part as much as 
could be used to advantage.

Lawrence and went' to Topeka, to his 
father's house, where he undoubtedly 
killed him with his own gun while he 
was asleep, having previously secured 
it from the shelf. He entered the room 
softly and shot him dead, escaping be- 
fore his mother could awaken. 


With this evidence in hand I report- 


ed to the committee of citizens who 
had employed me, and they then de- 
cided to hand my report over to the 
prosecuting attorney at Lawrence. At 
the request of the prosecuting attor- 
ney, the county commissioners at To- 
peka employed me to complete the 
evidence, so that Collins might be ar- 
rested and prosecuted for the murder 
of his father.

The entire country was aroused over 
the trial.

The courtroom 
was 
crowded, and 


many noted lawyers came to watch 
the great legal battle, which at times 
waxed very -warm, as all the counsel 
on both sides were able men and stood 
at the top of their profession. 
Prose- 


cuting Attorney Jetmore was at his 
best, making one of the greatest fights 
that 1 ever saw to get his evidence be- 
fore the jury. Among the spectators 
during almost the entire trial was the 
late Justice Brewer of the

who was visiting his daughter, the 
wife of the prosecuting attorney, Mr.

When they showed the watch that te

he came of age, it was evident that a 
conviction was a foregone conclusion. 
It was this production of the watch, 


together with the full testimony of 
the drivers, in which they detailed the 
contract which they had made with 
the prisoner, that convicted him; and 
their evidence was corroborated by 
circumstances that were not, and could 
not be, contradicted. 


The trial lasted more than a week. 


Collins' attorneys, two of the 
most 


prominent men at the Kansas bar. la- 
bored earnestly and to the best of 
their ability to clear him. 
He was 


however, found guilty of murder, and 
sent to the state prison to await the 
governor's action in fixing the date 
of his execution. 
However, inasmuch 


as it has always been the custom in 
Kansas for the governor never to fix 
the date for the execution of a person 
found guilty of murder, the prisoners 
are usually kept in the prison for an 
indefinite period, and thus a sentence 
of death in Kansas usually amounts to 
a life term in the state penitentiary. 


An effort has been made by friends 


of the young man and by his family to 
obtain a pardon for him, but up to the 
present time I understand that it has 
been unavailing. 


During the course 
of 
the trial a 


great many people got the idea that I 
had been employed by the insurance 
companies, on account of the thirty 
thousand dollars' worth of insurance 
that Mr. Collins had carried. 
It was 


believed that the companies had hired 
me to fix the crime upon the son in 
order to avoid having to make the 
payment. I need hardly say that there 
was no truth in this suggestion. 
The 


people who employed me in this case 
were citizens of Topeka and 
lodge 


friends of the murdered 
man, 
and 


were in no way connected with the 
insurance companies interested in the 
case, but were merely acting as gooc 
and 
law-abiding 
citizens. 
Just 
as 


soon as I succeeded in satisfying them 
by showing them my evidence, that 
John Collins was the murderer of his 
father, they turned the evidence over 
to the proper authorities, and his ar- 
rest followed.

DRAINAGE AND CARE 


OF COUNTRY ROADS 


To the Town Chairman, Dear Sir— 


Reports from our employees, per- 


sonal inspections and reports from 
others, indicate that tlie past two 
months or more has probablj seen 
the ordinary roads in Wisconsin in 
worse condition than at any tune in 
recent years. 


Probably due to great depth of 


frost, and the fact that because of 
cold weather this Irost lias Kone out 
very slowly, there have been exces- 
sive accumulations of valer near Hie 
surface of the ground which haw 
caused tlie loads to be much worso 
than usual. 
Surface drainage lias 


been lacking, and undtrground drain- 
age or tl'ie drainage is almost un- 
known. 


It is especially notlcable that at 01 


near the top of any bill of even mod- 
erate height, there has been almost 
invariably a place badly cut through 
and practically impassable. 
All in 


al'l, 
the general condition ot road-, 


has been much worse than it s h o u l d 
be considering the demands of mod- 
ern travel. 


We urge town boards /to have 


marked, before evidences of these 
sink holes and springy places disap- 
pear, t.'ie place of their occurcnce, 
and sometime 
have the si<ie 
alongside all of the'e points so that 
surface water 
will 
be cariiod off 


promptly and freely; 
and in the 


worst of these p'lacos th"re should be 
put in a line of 4 or fi inch tile at 
the side of the road which is next 
to the higher ground, draining out to 
some suitable outlet, backfilling the 
trench with coarse gravel or small 
ston". 
Care as to suir.u-r drainage 


and placing of tilo at those spring 
holes will yield astounding results, 
next spring in the bettered condition 
of road surfaces. 


If several times during the sum- 


mer you will havo (he road suii'nn- 
tendcnts go over the roads in ilioii 
charge immediately after rains, mail; 
the points where water is held in the 
ditches, and when the roads d i v on', 
deepen the ditches so as to enable 
the water lo get away fiom the'o 
points, good resUts will also be se- 
cured.

FIGHTING FIELD MICE. 


Their Activities Described—Orchards 


and Crops Often Injured by THem. 


[Prepared by United States department of 


agriculture.] 


Field mice, which are such destruc- 


tive pests in orchards and field crops, 
are divided into two groups—meadow 
mice, which live chiefly in surface run- 
ways and build both subterranean and 
surface nests, and pine mice, .which 
live almost wholly In underground bur- 
rows. The pine mice may be readily 
distinguished from meadow mice by 
their shorter and smoother fur, their 
red-brown 
color and their molellke 


habits. 


Meadow mice are injurious to most 


crops. 
They destroy grass in mead- 


ows and pastures, cut down grain, clo- 
ver and alfalfa, eat grain left standing 
in shocks, Injure sepds, bulbs, flowers 
lud garden vetetables and are especial- 
ly harmful to trees and shrubbery. 
Meadow mice often attack orchards 
and nurseries in the winter under cov- 
er of snow, but they may attack trees 
at any season under shelter of growing 


(his 
spring may be summed 


(he few words "lack'of drainage. 


We trust that your board will give 


this matter serious attention and that 
they will set aside as much of the 
town's road money as practicable 
this year to securing an improvement 
in drainage conditions. We can t h i n k 
of no way in which road money can 
bo spent to better advantage than 
by marking these spring holes at this 
time, curing them with open ditches 
or tile drain, or both, when they diy 
up, and after pains this summer 
marking 
all places 
where 
water 


stands in the road ditches, afterward 
correcting these road ditches so that 
water will flow freely and quickly 
along and away from the road. 


We sincerely hcp-> thai the town 


board will take"up these 'matters and 
direct your pathmasters accordingly. 
We believe that this drainage maitei 
is much more important t h a n just 
running over your road mileage with 
the road machine without the drain- 
age attended to. 
Road grading and 


road dragging are excellent if drain- 
age is first provided for, bu; prac- 
tically useless if it has not been pro- 
vided for. If you can't get both the 
drainage and Vroad machine work 
done, by al'l means give up the road 
machine work. 


We may say that a few of the state 


highways have not been entirely free 
from faults pointed out above, and 
".e are going to make this year e\ en 
greater efforts to make certain that 
state road-, built in 1 !)1 6 have proper 
diainage. both surface and tile. 


Cannot everybody working togeth- 


er make 1316 a year distinguished in 
the road history of Wisconsin bv !h" 
f-'.it that more intense and imelhg"r>t 
a'-lion was taken that year to secure 
pioper drainage on all roads than 
e\r-r before in the history of the 
state?

Most of the springy places or sink 


holes in roads are due to two causes: 
Lack of drainage in the side ditches, 
and second, and probably the great- 
est cause, lack of drainage beneath 
lh,' surface. 
In other words, the un- 


derground water flows so close to the 
surface of the road that there is not 
sufficient hard crust to hold up the 
travel, and the whole road suiface 
cuts through and becomes bottom- about $!i) per 
less. Depening the ditches will help, 
inasmuch as they will help get the 
surface water off the road into the 
ditches, and will carry it away, if the 
ditches are properly dug. But no 
matter how deep the side ditches are 
made; (within limits of safety to 
travel), they will not catch any great 
part of the underground water, as 
>jt follows just so Jar b(olow the 
surface wherever the surface is. 


In the case of springy places on 


flats or near 
marshes, the

of as little as one inch In 100 feet 
if well laid. 
If the trench described 


above is filled with rock or coarse 
gravel, results are secured, but tile 
is much better. 


The short spring holts, on hills us- 


ually, should be treated by opening 
good ditches at each side so the sui- 
face water flows off readily, and then 
in the shouldtr, about ten feet from 
the middle of the road should be laid 
a four or six inch tile at a depth of 
at least 3 feet below the center of 
the road. This tile should be placed 
on the edge of the road toward the 
side from which the underground wa- 
ter comes (the side of the road on 
which the land is highest.) 
The 


trench should be back-filled 
with 


stone or gravel, and if this work is 
well done so the tile runs freely, you 
will be surprised to see the amount 
of water it will discharge, and the 
improvement in the road during all 
wet seasons. 
In exceptional cases, 


the tile should be placed on both 
sides of the road, but usually a line 
on the high side will intercept the 
underground flow and lower the wa- 
ter level enough to save the road.

vegetation or Utter. 
The number of 


trees and shrubs attacked by field mice 
includes a very long list. 


The ordinary guillotine type of mouse 


trap, baited with oatmeal or other 
grain or set in mouse runs without bait, 
has been found efficient iu ridding the 
premises when infested with a rela- 
tively small number of either meadow 
or piue mice. It is also adaptable to 
large areas where the number of mice 
is great and where it is undesirable to 
lay out poison. If the mice are mod- 
erately abuiindaut ten or twelve traps 
per acre arc used to advantage. Wlieu 
trapping pine mice the tunnels should 
be excavated sufficiently to admit the 
trap on a level with the bottom. 


Poisoning is the quickest and most 


efficient method of destroying field 
mice. The following formulas are rec- 
ommended by the department of agri- 
culture: 


Mix thoroughly one ounce powdered 


strychnine (alkaloid), one ounce pow- 
dered bicarbonate of soda and oue- 


in an attempt eighth, ounce (or less) of saccharine. 


Put the mixture in a tin pepper box 
and sift it gradually over fifty pounds 
of crushed wheat or forty pounds of 
crushed oats in a metal tub, mte.ing the 
grain constantly so that tho poison 
will be evenly distributed. 


Dt-) mixing, as above described, has 


the advantage that the grain may ba 
kept any length of time without fer- 
mentation. If It is desired to moisten 
the grain to facilitate thorough mixing 
It would be well to use a thin starch 
paste (as described below, but without 
strychnine) before applying the poison. 
The starch soon hardens, and fermen- 
tation is not likely to follow. 


If crushed oats or wheat cannot be 


obtained, whole oats may be used, but 
they should be of good quality. As 
mice hull the oats before eating them, 
it is desirable to have the poison pene- 
trate tho kernels. A very thin starch 
paste is recommended as a medium for 
applying poison to the grain. PJrepare 
as follows: 


Dissolve an ounce of stryehn a sul- 


phate in two quarts of boiling water. 
Dissolve two tablespoonfuls of laundry 
starch in one-half pint of cold water. 
Add the starch, to the strychnine solu- 
tion and boil for a few minutes until 
the starch is clear. A little saccharine 
may be added if desired, but it is not 
essential. Pour the hot starch over a 
bushel of oats in a metal tub and stir 
thoroughly. 
Let tho grain stand over- 


night to absorb the poison. 


The poisoned grain prepared by ei- 


ther of the above formulas is to be dis- 
tributed over the infested area, not 
more than a teaspoonful at a place, 
care being taken to put it in mouse 
runs and at the entrances of burrows. 
To avoid destroying birds it should 
whenever possible be placed under 
such shelters as piles of weeds, straw, 
brush or other litter or under boards. 
Small drain tiles one and one-half inches 
in diameter have sometimes been used 
to advantage to hold poisoned grain, 
but old tin cans with, the edges bent 
nearly together will serve the same pur-

and Crops Often Injured by THem.

Field mice, \vhlch are such destruc- 


tive pests in orchards and field crops, 
are divided into two groups—meadow 
mice, which live chiefly in surface run- 
ways and build both subterranean and 
surface nests, and pine mice, .which 
live almost wholb' in underground bur- 
rows. 
The pine mice may be readily 


distinguished from meadow mice by 
their shorter and smoother fur, their 
red-brown color and their molelike 
habits. 


Meadow mice are injurious to most 


crops. 
They destroy grass in mead- 


ows and pastures, cut down grain, clo- 
ver and alfalfa, eat grain left standing 
Iu shocks, injure setnls, bulbs, flowers 
and garden vetotables and are especial- 
ly harmful to trees and shrubbery. 
Meadow mice often attack orchards 
mid nurseries in the -winter under cov- 
er of snow, but they may attack trees 
at any season under shelter of growing

The number of 


trees and shrubs attacked by field mice 
includes a very long list. 


The ordinary guillotine type of mouse 


trap, baited with, oatmeal or other 
grain or set in mouse runs without bait, 
has been found otllcient iu ridding the 
premises when infested with a rela- 
tlvelj" small number of either meadow 
or pine mice. 
It is also adaptable to 


large areas where the number of mice 
is great and where it is undesirable to 
lay out poison. If the mice are mod- 
erutely abumidaut ten or twelve traps 
per acre are used to advantage. When 
trapping pine mice the tuuucls should 
be excavated sufficiently to admit the 
trap on a level with the bottom. 


Poisoning is the quickest aud most 


efficient 
method of destroying Held 


mice. The following formulas are rec- 
ommended by the department of agri- 
culture: 


Mix thoroughly one ounce powdered 


strychnine (alkaloid), one ounce pow- 
dered bicarbonate of soda and one- 
eighth ounce (or less) of saccharine. 
Put the mixture in a tin pepper box 
and sift it gradually over fifty pounds 
of crushed wheat or forty pounds of 
crushed oats in a metal tub, ruteiiig the 
grain constantly so that the poison 
will be evenly distributed.. 


Dry mixing. a« above described, has 


the advantage that the grain may be 
kept any length, of time without fer- 
mentation. If it is desired to moisten 
the grain to facilitate thorough mixing 
it would be well to use a thin starch 
paste (as described below, but without 
strychnine), before applying the poison. 
The starch soon hardens, and fermen- 
tation is not likely to follow. 


If crushed oats or wheat cannot be 


obtained, whole oats may be used, but 
they should be of good quality. As 
mice hull the oats before eating them, 
it is desirable to have the poison pene- 
trate the kernels. A very thin starch 
paste is recommended as a medium for 
applying poison to the gram. Prepare 
as follows: 


Dissolve an ounce of strychnia sul- 


phate in two quarts of boiling [water. 
Dissolve two tabiespoonfuls of laundry 
starch in cue-half pint of cold water. 
Add the starci to the strychnine solu- 
tion and boil for a few minutes until 
the starch is clear. A little saccharine 
may be added if desired, but it is not 
essential. Pour the hot starch over a 
bushel of oasts in a metal tub and stir 
thoroughly. Let the grain stand over- 
night to absorb the poison. 


The poisoned grain prepared by ei- 


ther of the above formulas is to be dis- 
tributed over the infested area, not 
more than u teaspoonful at a place, 
care being taken to put it in mouse 
runs and at the entrances of burrows. 
To avoid destroying birds it should 
whenever possible be placed under 
such shelters as piles of weeds, straw, 
brush or other litter 6r under boards. 
Small dradntiles one and one-half inches 
in diameter have sometimes been used 
to advantage to hold poisoned grain, 
but old tin cans with, the edges bent 
nearly together -will serve the same pur- 
nose.
